sierra Madreans opened their mail this past few days 
to find that they had received their 1974-75 Tax Bill from 
Tax Collector Harold J. Ostley, and it was the highest tax 

bill tliat they have received- 

in the history of the City. Property Taxes, Library Dis- 

Irict.s, Water Districts, which 
is not added to the property 
lax rate by the County, as 
ivj .Sierra Madre, taut is taxed 
separately and is, in most 
cases, collected separately. 

Of a/urse, it is fully tea- 
lizod that every nickle, dime 
and quarter, is now counted 
by the taxpayer and whe.n 
their taxes go .up ju.st one 
penny it doe.s hurt in some 
iesi>ects to the overall ex 
penditurcs of the family 
budget. 

In our opinion, Sierra M:i- 
dre was not han't too “-bad 
ly,” the overall increase o,'' 
all taxing agencies showed 
that the increase was Ihrce- 
lenths of one cent below II 
cents. On a $40,000 market 
value home the increa.se was 
hut $11. 

The real culprit in the 
whole situation wa.s t.he 
County of Los Angeles, who 
rai.sed i’lcir tax rate 49.92 
cents per $100 of a.sse.ssed 
valiuation. SchfK)l taxes went 
down almost 20 cent.-:, and 
the Water District dropped 
2.5 ermts and the City of 
Sierra Madre adv a ,n c e d 
about 1.3 cents, ."^o with other 
variati >ns of minute notabi¬

Although the te.nacles of 
the Sierra Madre News go 
much further than this date, 
when as far back as 1889 it 
was known as the Sierra 
Vista, the name Sierra Madre 
News was established' as a 
weekly newspaper under the 
editorship nd proprietors)ii,ij 
of R. T. Cowles and was 
located on Esperanza Ave¬ 
nue next door to the resi¬ 
dence of the S. R. G. Twy- 
cro.ss residence.

most of these weapons are 
given to children by their 
parents, and wo want par¬ 
ents to realize tliat they 
may l)o contritauling to their 
child’s involvement in a 
legal problem if they allow 
minors to pos.sess or use pro- 
hibitod' weapons. Also, par¬ 
ents should be aware that 
•under state law they may bn 
lield liable for the co.st of 
damagc.s done by their

Be Paid In Four Installments

Board of Eq.ializ a t i o n 
chairman George It. Reilly 
■has urged enactment of leg¬ 
islation aut.liorizing coun¬ 
ties to allow taxpayers tlie 
o,pi>ort.unity to pay property, 
taxes in more than two in¬ 
stallments to ease the bur¬ 
den on property owners. 

Property taxes an mosr 
real property in California 
are now payable in two 
eqiunl installments, by De¬ 
cember 10 and April 10. 
About one-third of the tax¬ 
payers include their prop 
erty tax payments in their 
monthly payments to lend¬ 
ing institutions, Reilly point- 
erl out, “but the other two- 
thirds need- an opportunity 
to spread their property tar 
l)ayments more evenly over 
the year.” 

The primary concern in 
authorizing the counties to 
enllect taxes in installments 
.should be tlie convenience of 
the taxpayer, .Reilly saiii. 
“As property tax burdens in¬ 
crease, it becomes more and 
mono difficult for people who 
do not include their prop¬ 
erty tax payments in their 
irouse payments to meet tire 
two large installments. In 
order to le.ssen their burdens, 
counties should be permitted 
to collect in .smaller, but 
more frequent, install- 
ments,’’ Reilly said. 

Reillv conceded that thi.s 


sy.stcm would result in in¬ 
creases in administrative 
cost which \\’c-ulil have to bo 
borne by the taxpayers. 
‘•’This is relatively minor foe 
eacli individual, and the 
•benefit would easily our- 
weigh the Cf st,’’ lie seated. 

The cciuntios also would 
benefit, Reilly said, as their 
receipt of cash would be 
.spread more evenly over the 
fiscal year. “This timing 
would reduce the need fo: 
.sliort-term borrowing wit') 
associated interest expense." 

Because the dhangeover 
more than two installments 
is not a simple process, Reil¬ 
ly said, “I do not favor com- 
pulsoiy ccnvei-sion at this 
time. Instead, I suggest that 
permission to collect in at 
least four installments be 
granted' .so that some inno¬ 
vative county can demon- 
.strata the feasibility of this 
change.’’

Could it be? Arco Oil Company is running television 
commercials featuring a young Mexican ■ American say- 
nig we need rapid transit so he could work in tlio city and 
live at a lake resort 155 miles away. Listeners are invited 
to send transit ideas to Arco. It just so happens that the 
pi-esident of Arco heads SCR'rD’s campaign for proposition 
A. Taxpayers’ cost at least ten thousand million dollars. 

At one stage one of tho so-ealled rapid transit guide¬ 
lines was down 6th Street, an ‘open trench’ underground 
5 to. 20 feet deep ending at Grand Avenue, but now it 
seems this gudio-line will veer north, become a 50 foot deep 
tunnel ending at what is now tho 50 foot deep mall under 
the new Arco building. 

What a coincidence. This mall has been advertised as 
the largest underground mall in the world. Somebody could 
conjecture that this immense mall could wind up as the 
main downtown transit terminal station. After all it would 
liardly be a place to get your tires checked or your wind¬ 
shield wiped. 

And another coincidence. This column told you ro- 
c-ently how an argument in opposition to proposition A 
was rejected liy Registrar of Voters Panish. I now find 
that in tho County Questions booklet, sent out with the 
sample ballot, proposition A was missing. It was on a 
separate slieet by itself.

After Renovation, Cleaning 


Tender now grass, freshly 
mowed a.nd trimmed, greet¬ 
ed visitors to the Huntngton 
Library, Art Gallery and 
Botanical Gardens on Friday, 
November 1, when the gates 
reopened to tire public after 
the anniunl closing for reno¬ 
vation, cleaning and re¬ 
planting.

1975. 

Tiiie 3,663 compact .sedans, 
•station wagons, and pickup 
trucks will be purchased 
(kiring the 1975 model year, 
and delivered by the Dodge, 
Plymouth, Dat.sun, and Ford 
dealers who offered the low¬ 
est competitive bids in each 
of nine areas, ranging fiom 
Sacramento to San Diego. 

Prices varied slightly be- 
tw'cen the different dealer¬ 
ships, but typical of the net 
jirices paid for the vehicles 
were the following figures 
for the Sacramento location:
